Now; while we may be per- 
feotly willing and always ready to give 
Mr Hennessy credit for the possesion 
of even highér’ and purer sentiments 
than those possessed by the commoner 
peopls, it is equally open for us to sug: 
gest that ontimental theories are apt to 
become rentimental nonsense unless well 
ballasted with the shrewdest disorimina- 
tion. Even at home this becomes a 
possibility ; while here the thing is 
almost a certainty, 

These observations have been sug. 
gestel by the remarks: that fell from 
His Excellency in a recent speech spoken 
when receiving the Deputation on Sun- 
day Observance. At the conclusion of 
the address regarding the Memorial, Mr 
Bemessy referred in a most praise- 
worthy manner to the claims of the 
Chinese poor, for whom he ssid nothing 
had yet. been done by the Colony. Now 
in viow of the Governor's tendency to 
givohis heart. more play than bis ad: 
ministrative discretion should permit, it 
is. possible that his remarks on , this 
cocation may tend to mislead, as the 
bestmeant utterances frequently do, 
Although he touches slightly upon tho 
diffionltiés which crowd upon the. mind 
when any system of poor, rolief is sug- 
gesttd in this" peouliarly-situated corner 
of the world, he evidently fails fully to 
realiza the opening which indiscriminate 
relief would provide for the professional

Now, Iam. fully alive to tho diffloulty of 
dealing with the oagual poor of Hongkong. 
As you yourselves know, there are a good 
many poor people in this Colony who have 
laboured here tor years, who have laboured 
perhops too long, who -have laboured. in 
the production of wealth in this Colony, 
and who have not succeeded. in keeping 
themselves from beggary and destitution 
in their *old age, far from. giving 
them any relief, tho law of the Colony 
whith it is my paininl duty to see enforoed 
week after week, is that for a. single 
act of mondicanoy they be deported to 
Chiza, I have over and over again sen 
old men, and men who worked 14 and 16 
years here, perhaps too long, brought upto 
the Uourt for on act. of mendicanoy, an 
being convicted haye been deported to the 
other side, When I found this clause I 
have referred to, Iresolved to call your at- 
tention to it, and to aek you to consider, 
seeing we have been here something over

Now, while this may bea sincere 
ples enough for deserving poverty, itis 
at the-same- time an indictment against 
theso-called harsh laws which have been 
administered in this Colony for say a 
quarter of a century. There must have 
been some good reason for forbidding 
mendicancy, upon pain of incurring 36 
blows with a rattan and deportation ; 
and there was surely ample ground for 
carrying out so wholesome a law during 
all those years. Mr Hennessy, however, 
complains that ‘‘s0 far from giving them 
any relief, the law of the Colony, which 
it is my painful duty to see enforced 
werk after week, is that fora single act 
of mendicanoy they be deported to 
China.” It is, ia our opinion, a pity

It might be ex- 
pected that the abounding richness both io 
colour and texture of the national costumes 
would of themeclyes impart a beauty and 
even delicacy to such ceremonies that could 
hardly be looked for in other lands, But it 
ig far otherwise; and from the description 
given above, the procession of the Emperor 
and the Regent Emprosns, to the grand 
ceremony of depositing the bodies of the 
former Emporor and Empress in their final 
resting places, does not appear to-have been 
nearly as imposing aa the nneral processions 
we have seet in Shanghai on one or two oo-

To guard against ‘such injury all postal

The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the Eastand West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax

attended with much inconyenionce, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters so.sealed but to the othor letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the vax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The 
public are’ therefore’ recommended, in all 
such cases, to we either wafers or gum, and 
to adviae their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of a packet makea its
